Fort Erie residents trying to 
mail a letter at the Canada Post 
Office were greeted by closed 
doors and mailboxes, which 
were cleared and sealed off on 
Wednesday. 

Members of the Canadian 
Union of Postal Workers 
(CUPW) were on lockout after 
Canada Post closed its doors to 
its workers. This comes about 
after several days of rotating 
strikes, which Canada Post 
says has cost $100 million. 

The collective agreement 
between Canada Post and 
CUPW expired in January 
2011, but the bargaining began 
in October 2010. 

CUPW says Canada Post has 
ignored their demands, want¬ 
ing to pay new employees 18 
per cent less and give them 
reduced benefits with a small¬ 
er pension plan. They say 
Canada Post wants to replace 
their sick leave plan with a 
complicated and inferior 
short-term disability plan and 
force members to adopt 
unsafe work methods. 

The Canada Post website 
states the reasons for the lock¬ 
out include concerns about 
the ability to move the mail

It says Canada Post and 
the CUPW continue to 
disagree and have made 
no progress at the negoti¬ 
ating table for weeks and 
if the uncertainty created 
by the rotating strikes 
continues, the ability of 
Canada Post to remain 
self-sufficient and not 
become a burden on 
Canadian taxpayers will 
be in jeopardy. 

Gathered in front of the 
Canada Post Office on 
Jarvis Street, several mem¬ 
bers of CUPW stood on 


Joe Rocha, who has 
worked at the post office 
for 19 years, says he want¬ 
ed to strike outside the 
post office to support a 
collective agreement, 
which must be made 
between Canada Post and 
its workers. 

Jennifer Young, on the 
executive of CUPW 536 
says there is lots of mail 
inside the post office 
needing to be delivered. 

“The mail belongs to 
the public and it needs to 
be delivered. It’s frustrat¬ 
ing because we have been 


willing to work up until 
this point and we can’t 
because we have been 
locked out” 

The local postal work¬ 
ers on lockout say they 
are frustrated because 
they aren’t able to work, 
they aren’t getting paid 
and they are out on the 
street with no recourse. 

Young says the response 
from motorists driving by 
the post office has been 
positive. “Most people 
have been honking their 
horns in support of what 
we are doing out here.” 

The executive says there 


have been a few frustrated 
people who tried to 
retrieve or send their let¬ 
ters. “They are not happy, 
but they are backing us.” 

Rod McDowell, a lawyer 
located on Jarvis Street 
says the lockout will have 
a large impact on his 
work. He says his busi¬ 
ness relies heavily on the 
mail. Although McDowell 
does use email for some 
things, he says there are 
some government agen¬ 
cies he is in contact on a 
regular basis for his cli¬ 
ents which only uses the 
postal service.

“I’m currently waiting 
for some mail now. All 
of my work will come to 
a grinding halt.” 

The lawyer says he 
has a lot of sympathy 
for both parties involved 
in the lockout, however 
he says the situation is 
very difficult. 

Jeffrey Gilchrist, a 
Toronto native visiting 
friends in Fort Erie who 
was watching the postal 
workers strike. He 
believes the postal 
workers deserve a fair 
contract with Canada 


“I fully support them, 
delivering the mail is 
not always an easy job 
and I admire them. They 
deserve to be treated 
fairly.” 

Gilchrist says he too 
is waiting for some of 
his mail to arrive and it 
has been an annoyance 
for him. 

“Thank God for 
e-mail. But, e-mail 
doesn't always solve 
everything and not 
everyone is technologi¬ 
cally savvy.” He says his 
mother still relies on 
receiving her pension 
and all of her bills 
through the mail. 

A local businesswom¬ 
an on Jarvis Street says 
she is aggravated about 
the lockout. She says 
she is expecting mail 
and it hasn’t arrived 
and she hopes it will

Residents trying to travel 
down Gilmore Road this 
week were hindered when a 
possible threat was found on 
the playground of Sugar 
Bowl Park this past week. 

A maintenance employee 
for the Town of Fort Erie was 
performing his usual daily 
inspection when he found a 
suspicious looking knapsack 
on the playground near the 
Kinsmen Pool on June 14 at 
9:30 a.m. 


the playground and brought 
it to an area closer to the 
pool because he noticed the 
knapsack contained a home¬ 
made metal box. 

Concerned the contents 
might be dangerous the 
employee brought the bag 
to his immediate supervi¬ 
sor who then phoned the 

The police officer 
responding to the call 
arrived on scene at 9:45 
a.m. He visually examined 
the contents of the knap¬ 
sack and called the Niagara 
Regional Police Service, 
Explosive Unit, which 
arrived on the scene at 

"Altogether, there were 
about 10 officers who 
responded to the call, 
Including the disposal 
unit,” Staff Sergeant David 
Hunter, of the Niagara 
Regional Police, said. 

He added that at no time 
was the knapsack left 
unattended for safety rea- 

Concerned for public 
safety, the surrounding 
area was closed off to 


pedestrians, vehicles and 
park users. 

The area, which was 
blocked off during the 
investigation, included 
the closure of Gilmore 
Road at both ends from 
the Parkway through until 
Central. 

The sergeant said the 
library and surrounding 
schools such as Fort Erie 
Secondary and Fort Erie 
Elementary School were 
notified of the possible 
threat. 

At the playground where 
the knapsack was found, 
Sergeant Hunter said his 
staff did not run into many 
residents traveling down 
Gilmore Road during the 
extraction and removal of 
the knapsack. 

"A lot of residents are at 
work. There is no need to 
take any further steps to 
contact residents at this 
time.” 

He added public safety 
is paramount to the 
Niagara Regional Police 
and there was no cause for 
concern. 

Following a detailed 


examination of the knap¬ 
sack performed by the 
Explosive Disposal Unit 
with the help of one of the 
unit’s robots, the metal 
box was opened by remote 
means and its contents 
were found to be safe and 
of no hazard to the pub¬ 
lic.

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Former mayor Wayne Redecop wins NDP nod

Former Fort Erie mayor 
Wayne Redekop will repre¬ 
sent the NDP party in 
October’s provincial elec¬ 
tion. 

His acclamation at the 
nomination meeting for the 
Niagara Falls riding puts him 
up against MPP Kim Craitor, 


the Liberal incumbent from 
Niagara Falls, and first-time 
candidate George Lepp, a 
Niagara-on-the-Lake farmer 
and businessman represent¬ 
ing the Conservatives. 

Redekop, a lawyer, was 
mayor of Fort Erie for nine 
years, from 1997 to 2006. He 
says he decided not to run 
again so that he could devote 
more time to his law practice 
and his family, but he’s ready 


to get back into public ser¬ 
vice. 

He chose the NDP, he said, 
because he believes in the 
policies set out by leader 
Andrea Horwath, who was 
at the nomination meeting 
to support him. 

"I like their policies, and 
I'm very impressed with 
leader Andrea Horwath. She 
is sensitive to people, sensi¬ 
tive to their needs, a good 


listener, articulate and a 
hard worker.” 

One of his priorities, he 
said, is health care. 

In Fort Erie, he will call for 
the reopening of the emer¬ 
gency department. 

And while he supports the 
recent decision for a review 
of the parts of a hospital 
improvement plan that have 
been implemented in 
Niagara so far, he isn’t sup¬ 


porting the review process 
that has been approved by 
the province. 

He wants an investigation 
of the Niagara Health System 
to determine why it has failed 
the people of Niagara, and to 
see what can be done to 
ensure the kind of health care 
the region deserves, he says. 

He questions the ability for 
an independent review of the 


by a committee that includes 
the body that created the plan 
and that approved it. 

"A review by the steering 
committee of the LHIN and 
the NHS doesn’t address the 
real problem,” he says. 

Redekop also supports the 
elimination of the HST on 
electricity, home heating fuels 
and gasoline because of the 
impact rising costs have on 
families.

Despite the threat of a 
few raindrops, battle 
raged on at Old Fort Erie 
this past weekend. 

Residents who ven¬ 
tured to the grounds of 
the fort were able to 
watch history take place 
right in front of their eyes 
as the Fenians engaged in 
battle against British sol- 

Irish veterans of the U. 
S. Civil War, under the 
newly formed flag of the 
Irish Republican Army, 
crossed the border into 
Niagara on June 1, 1866. 
This excursion into 
Ontario was expected to 
force the British into free¬ 


ing Ireland. 

After two bloody days 
of battle with Canadian 
militia, the Fenian sol¬ 
diers retreated to the Old 
Fort where they were cap¬ 
tured attempting to return 
to the United States. 

The re-enactments fea¬ 
tured the Fenian soldiers, 
whose dreams of Irish 
independence instead 
helped Canada become 
the nation it is today. 
These events helped to 
spark the efforts of 
Confederation to protect 
Canadian sovereignty. 

Rob Scott brought his 
two daughters, Talisa and 
Larissa to the raids. “It's 
something we enjoy. 
There is lots of history in 
the neighborhood.” 

Scott says he loves 
attending many events at 
the Old Fort because he is 
interested in learning 
about his past. 

It's a passion he says 
he hopes to pass on to his 
daughters. 

Alexander Seib, who is 
a new volunteer at Old 
Fort Erie says there is 
nothing better then 
studying history.
